IDEOLOGIES AND CATS 


With the visit of Premier Khrushchev 
to America come to mind various external 
difference between his country and ours.

If that is the case, perhaps the current 
softening of the communist police-state 
attitudes and the increases in consumer 
production will allow the Russian cat to 
come into his own. 

And surely she will do so if given a 
chance, for even communist doctrine and 
governmental thought control can not 
have weakened the response of the human 
heart to the universal appeal of the cat.

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CAT IN A BAG

Like so many in the newer apartments 
in Toronto, we are not allowed to keep 
any pets where we live, so when I received 
a birthday gift of a Siamese kitten, you 
can just imagine my consternation! She 
was so adorable, so tiny, and her blue 
eyes gazed into mine with such trust that 
I was lost, completely. She had to be mine. 

What to do? How to keep her? That 
was my problem, and I wrestled with it 
all that Sunday. Even if I trained her to 
be quiet in the apartment, we were at the 
office all day. The superintendent had a 
key, and popped in to deposit tradesmen’s 
deliveries, inspect radiators, hot water 
taps, etc., etc. To enlist his help was un- 
thinkable ; he was a stickler for rules and, 
anyway, he didn’t like us very much, so 
that was out.

Monday dawned and I was still think- 
ing, so I tucked the kitten under my coat 
and slunk down the back stairs—the ele- 
vator was self-service, but to use it was 
asking for trouble.

and a great lover of company, and it was 
unthinkable that she should spend the long 
evenings and nights alone in empty offices. 
What to do. . .? Eureka, I had it! We 
would smuggle her in and out daily. 

I went searching for suitable smuggling 
tools and eventually found just the thing: 
a large purse-cum-shopper made from 
dark gray felt, trimmed with emerald 
green leather with a lid flap which fast- 
ened securely but left space at either end 
for breathing purposes. 

That night, we approached the “enemy” 


with some trepidation; there were so 
many possibly hostile pairs of eyes.

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THE CAT IN ANCIENT RELIGIONS

While in the Bible the cat is mentioned 
only in the Apocrypha, it holds a promi- 
nent place in many sacred writings. It is 
also a part of the myths of the ancients, 
and helps present the religious ideals of 
those early peoples. 

Because the cat can see in the dark, per- 
haps, it became in early Egypt a symbol 
of the sun and a symbol of the splendor 
of light. There throughout thousands of 
years it was held in reverence to the 
point of worship. 

The Egyptian cat was considered a 
form of the Sun-god Ra, supreme ruler 
and father of the gods. The male cat was 
Ra himself. 

An interesting illustration of Ra’s power 
is shown in the Book of the Dead, a body 
of literature intended for the use of the 
soul after death, a papyrus which may 
date from a period three to four thousand 
years before Christ. Ra, in cat-like form, 
is in the act of cutting off the head of a 
serpent which represents darkness. This 
victory is meant to tell the beings in the 
Underworld who were once men that Ra 
continues to be interested in their welfare. 

On a royal tomb at Thebes there is in- 
scribed a lengthy hymn of praise to Ra 
that says: “Praise be to thee, O Rd, ex- 
alted Sekham; thou are the Great Cat, 
the avenger of the gods, and the judge of 
words.” 

From the earliest days the Egyptian 
goddess Bast was represented with the 
head of a cat. She was goddess of fire, a 
personification of the power of the sun 
which makes itself manifest in the form 
of heat. 

The cat of early Egypt was fed a spe- 
cial diet consisting of bread, milk, and 
slices of fish caught in the waters of the 
Nile. It was called to its meal by special 
sounds. In Bubastis—the city most sacred 
to Bast—whoever killed a cat, whether 
accidentally or intentionally, was con- 
demned to die, and Herodotus tells us that 
when a cat died the members of its house- 
hold shaved their eyebrows. At its death 
the cat was placed in a linen sheet, re- 
moved to the embalmers who prepared 
its body with spices and drugs and laid it 
in a special case. The mummy was finally 
buried in a sacred place, usually Bubastis. 

Early Egyptian artists delighted in por- 
traying the image of the cat in paintings 
or in stone or bronze. For instance at 
Thebes upon the wall of a mortuary 
chapel of Nakht, a Scribe of the Gran- 
aries, the spirited figure of a cat catching 
a fish stands out in bright colors. Many 
museums of the world contain likenesses 
of the Egyptian cat in stone or bronze. 
These are from varying dynasties. 

The Babylonian Talmud mentions cer- 
tain admirable qualities of the cat. It ad- 
vocates the breeding of cats which “help 
to keep the house clean.” It observes, “If 


the Torah had not been given we could 
have learnt modesty from the cat, hon- 
esty from the ant, chastity from the dove.” 
Then: 


A man should not enter a house 
[without shoes] where there is no cat 
in the dark. What is the reason? Lest 
a snake wind itself about him without 
his knowing, and he come to danger. 


In Arabia the cat is held sacred by the 
Mohammedans because the Prophet once 
had a cat of which he was very fond. It 
is said—and what cat lover would not do 
the same—that at one time when he was 
obliged to go to prayers he cut off a piece 
of his sleeve on which she was lying 
rather than disturb her. 

Li Khi, a collection of treatises on the 
rules to be observed in the Taoistic reli- 
gion of ancient China, says that offerings 
should be made to cats “because they de- 
voured the rats and mice which injured 
the fruits of the field.” 

The Milinda, a Buddhist treatise orig- 
inating in India, gives certain qualities 
that the Bhikshu or begging monk should 
have. One of these qualities is “Self-pos- 
session,” and it is described as follows: 


Just, O King, as the cat in frequent- 
ing caves and holes and the interiors of 
storied dwellings, does so only in the 
search after rats; just so, O King, 
should the strenuous Bhikshu, earnest 
in effort whether he have gone to the 
village or to the woods or to the foot 
of trees or into an empty house, be 
continually and always zealous in the 
search after that which is his food, 
namely self-possession. This quality of 
the cat he ought to have. 


Among the Norse goddesses of the 
Teutonic tribes was Freya or Freyja, 
goddess of love who was called upon for 
success in love. She was fond of spring, 
flowers, music, and the fairies or Elves 
of Light that lived in her domain Elfheim. 
She had a feather-dress made of hawk’s 
plumage and could use it for flying but 
when she rode in her chariot it was drawn 
by two cats as the cat was sacred to her. 

On the other hand, the Druids, a reli- 
gious order of ancient Gaul, Britain, and 
Ireland, made the cat representative of 
the devil and would burn it alive in their 
fire festivals. This sacrificial custom 
spread over Europe. In the Vosges Moun- 
tains of northeastern France cats were 
burned on Shrove Tuesday. In Alsace they 
were thrown into the Easter bonfire. In 
the Ardennes Mountains of Belgium they 
were flung into the bonfires kindled on 
the first Sunday in Lent. But these weigh 
little against the cat’s long standing as 
god of wisdom and of right. 

Scandinavian mythology shows Loki, 
the personification of malicious mischief, 
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playing pranks on the gods, meantime ac- 
companied by his huge cat. 

The ancient Chinese had a colorful god 
in Shan Kuei, demon of the mountains. He 
has been described as “clad in wistaria, 
girdled with ivy, with smiling lips of 
witching mien, riding on the red pard 
[leopard], wild cats galloping in the rear, 
reclining in a chariot, with banners of 
cassia, cloaked with orchid, girt with 
azalea, culling the perfume of sweet flow- 
ers to leave behind a memory in the 
heart.” 

In the northern coastal region of Peru, 
as in Egypt, art is important in telling 
us the religious practices of the people. 
While the several culture groups which 
occupied that part of Peru in succession 
for many years previous to the Spanish 
Conquest left no written records, they 
made “picture books” in clay. These 
ceramics, faithfully executed, give a col- 
orful panorama of Peruvian life 1,500 
years ago. 

Here we are most interested in the 
highly-developed Mochican group. In its 
rich ceramic art, there are scenes of re- 
ligious ritual that portray the worship of 
an old man with cat-like features, evi- 
dently a feline god. 

Thus the unique other worldliness of 
the cat was early and widely recognized. 
Your pet, who claims and is given the 
status of household diety, is doing only 
what is natural to her. Would one have 
a descendant and a companion of the 
gods act otherwise.

“Tips to 
the Novice” 
by 
Blanche 
Wolfram 


This article is an important addendum 
to our discussion last month on the three 
methods of treating fungus disorders 
(ringworm) in cats. 

Ringworm is one of the few afflictions 
of cats which can be transmitted to hu- 
mans. And although such transmission is 
relatively rare, it (along with similar 
conditions in other animals) has been the 
subject of an extensive study by members 
of the Public Health Service at the Com- 
municable Disease Center in Chamblee, 
Georgia. 

Under the direction of William Kap- 
lan, Lucile K. Georg, Libero Ajello, and 
others, many facts of interest to us cat 
owners were established. Veterinarians 
from all parts of the country submitted 
clinical materials from animals with skin 
lesions for study, so the survey holds for 
all the United States rather than just for 
the locale of the Center. 

The complete report on this work was 
published under the title Recent Develop- 
ments in Animai Ringworm and Their 
Public Health Implications, by William 
Kaplan, Lucile K. Georg, and Libero 
Ajello, in the Annals of the New York 
Academy of Sciences, Volume 70, Article 
3, pages 636-649. With the authors’ per- 
mission, I shall use some of the informa- 
tion therein for the next few paragraphs 
acquainting us with the seriousness of this 
public health problem. 

Out of a total of 2361 lesion-material 
specimens examined by the Center, 524 
were from cats, and 200, or 38 percent 
of these specimens from cats were found 
to be positive for ringworm. 

Microsporum canis (M. felineum in 
cats) is the common cause of ringworm 
in cats and dogs. Although it primarily 
affects animals, human infections by this 
fungus are not uncommon. It is readily 
transmitted to man by animals, particu- 
larly by cats and dogs, and is responsible 
for the majority of the “animal-type” 
ringworm infections in the urban human 
population of the United States. Person- 
to-person transmission of this fungus can 
occur, the authors state, but the organism 
appears to lose its infectivity after a few 
such human passages. Thus, large-scale 
epidemics in man are not caused by in- 
fection from cats, but isolated or group 
infections do occur. 

The article points out, too, that epi- 
demic ringworm of the scalp in children 
which in recent years has involved thou- 
sands of children throughout the country 
is NOT associated with cats. The fungus 
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“FUNGUS” IN CATS AND 


Microsporum audouinii which causes it 
is considered to be solely a human patho- 
gen, with animals playing no role. 

Nor, are such afflictions as “athlete’s 
foot” or ringworm of the groin and nails 
acquired from cats. These are due to a 
type of fungus which seems to affect only 
humans, and animals have not been shown 
to play any part in their spread. 

It is the ringworm of the exposed parts 
of the body such as the scalp (excepting 
the epidemic type), the face, the neck, and 
the extremities which can be transmitted 
from cats and other animals. In the rural 
sections of the United States it is esti- 
mated that approximately 70 to 80 percent 
of fungus infections involving the exposed 
parts of body are caused by animal-type 
fungi, and in urban populations it is esti- 
mated that 10 to 30 percent of such in- 
fections can be traced to animals. 

The very significant part of the study 
to us is this: “Among the owners of the 
200 cats found to be infected with ring- 
worm, there was a history of skin lesions 
among members of 63 of the families. In 
all such cases Microsporum canis (fe- 
lineum) was recovered from the cats in- 
volved. As far as could be determined, in 
12 instances in which lesions were reported 
among human contacts, the cats involved 
had been recently purchased from breed- 
ing establishments; in ten instances the 
animals involved were strays that had 
been recently brought into the home; in 
two episodes the animals had been re- 
cently obtained from friends, and in four- 
teen cases the felines had been permitted 
to run out-of-doors at will. In the remain- 
ing cases it was not possible to obtain 
additional information. It should be 
pointed out that in only three of these 
episodes were the humans cultured by the 
attending physicians, and M. canis was 
recovered by the dermatologists from 
these patients. Therefore, evidence that 
in the remaining instances the humans 
were infected by the same agent as the 
cats must be considered presumptive.” 

What does all this mean to us—the 
breeders and owners of cats? The report 
of the number of cats involved is very 
damaging, for although we have no way 
of estimating what percentage of Amer- 
ica’s 30,000,000 are infected with fungus, 
that 534 cases could so easily be found is 
an eye-opener, particularly when we real- 
ize that these specimens came from cats 
who had been taken to veterinarians, and 
thus were from families giving them the 
best of care. 

‘ How many cases have not been reported 
is something to think about. This makes 
it very important for us breeders to do 
all we can to eliminate fungus. All our 
Cat Associations, Clubs, and individual 
members should institute a concerted 
drive to stamp out fungus so that further 
blame cannot be directed towards us. If 
we not only educate ourselves but begin 
a campaign to inform all individual own- 
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ers of cats, we can bring fungus on cats 
to a complete stop. This is a mission in 
which all of us must work to bring a 
complete end to ringworm. 

Last month we discussed the relative 
value of certain products in warding off 
ringworm in our cats. The purpose of that 
discussion was to try to bring help to you 
so that you can maintain good health and 
beauty to your cats. It will enable you to 
send out cats to new homes without the 
danger of your customers contacting 
fungus. We have gone through a period 
that was both despairing and dishearten- 
ing but with these new products, I feel 
we are at last, on the road to prevention 
of the spread of fungus. 

In regard to children and fungus. The 
first thing a physician will ask of pa- 
tients is, “Do you have pets at home?” If 
they answer in the affirmative the fungus 
will directly be blamed upon the pets. If 
however, the fungus were cultured many 
cases would be found to have not been ac- 
quired by the animals. As the report points 
out: in cities and towns 10 to 30 percent 
of the cases of fungus could be caused 
directly by animals but 70 to 90 percent 
were not! The problem of fungus in chil- 
dren is enormous but all evidence is that 
the great majority of this fungus is the 
human variety. 

This human variety is very hard to con 
trol but with the discovery of Griseofulvin 
and its use, I am positive that our medical 
profession can accomplish the task of end- 
ing the ravages of fungus. Griseofulvin, 
of course, was developed for use with 
humans, but the benefits derived from it 
our furred friends but can also aid our 
in its testing on animals have been very 
gratifying. Now we can not only help 
children in our coming battle to stamp 
out fungus—now and forever.

My four-year-old (neutered when 
two) still fights with the neighborhood toms and never stays 
home when allowed out. He is fed twice a day and isn’t fat, 
sleeps in doors at night, and is in excellent health. He simply 
will not be confined indoors.

Some males will behave as you describe after they have been 
castrated. Hormone treatment will usually correct the situation. 


I am confused. My ten-year-old neutered male just recovered 
from an attack of cystitis. The first veterinarian we took him 
to ordered a strict raw beef diet, no fish, The secondary veteri- 
narian said, “no meat at this time, just fish.” The cat has re- 
sponded beautifully and is now back on his usual diet of both 
fish and meat along with some vegetables, wheat germ, and cod 
liver oil. Could you please clear this difference of opinion up 
for me.

After observing the results of treatment over a period of years 
in a number of cases, each veterinarian will arrive at conclu- 
sions that may vary widely. Both can be right in the majority 
of cases that they treat and so routinely suggest the attention 
that they have found to give the most consistent results. 


My veterinarian has been giving my ten-year-old neutered 
male five grain, ammonium chloride tablets for about a week 
after an attack of kidney stones. In the past four years, I have 
had to take him to the veterinarian about ten times because of 
urine stoppage. This seems like a powerful medication for so 
small an animal as a cat and I am afraid the cure may be worse 
than the condition. My veterinarian has never explained the 
effect of the ammonium chloride and I would appreciate your 
opinion of this.

The reason for using the drug ts that 
it will cause an acidification of the urine. This, in cases where 
the mineral deposits are alkaline, will help to prevent further 
formation and help in the breakdown of accumulations of matter 
in stone formation. It is also helpful in correcting some infec- 
tions of the urinary system.

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Our Junior Fanciers 
PROFILE OF THE MONTH 


When the suggestion for a section in 
Cats for Junior Fanciers was published 
last March, one of the most enthusias- 
tic responses came from Lewis Williams 
in Billings, Montana. 

For Lewis, who is now sixteen, it all 
started on April 5, 1956. He had always 
admired cats for their independence and 
beauty and had been very interested in 
them, but had never owned a purebred 
cat. On that April day three years ago, 
a gorgeous litter of Blue Longhair kits 
made their entrance into the world and Lewis was given his pick 
of the litter. 

The special kitten was a male. Lewis named him Abdul, and 
upon reaching his manhood, Abdul was presented with a Blue 
female for a “wife”. 

Lewis now had his pair of good cats, and it wouldn’t be long 
until he had realized his dream of being a breeder with cats ir 
the show ring. 

But, this dream did not have a happy ending. On returning 
from an out-of-town trip with his father, Lewis learned that 
both of his pets had been killed by a neighbor’s dog! 

Lewis was so heartbroken that he couldn’t look at a cat for 
weeks. But that is beginning to pass now, and he tries, too, not 
to think of the investment he’d lost. 

With his hopes and plans shaken to death by a dog, Lewis is 
starting over, hoping to find a quality Blue LH (Longhair) 
female, so he can start at the bottom again. 

Here’s hoping that his goal of Blue LH’s in the shows with 
his name as breeder will come true in the not too distant future. 
(A note from your Junior Editor: If it had not been for Lewis’s 
letter mentioned above showing the great interest in cats in the 
under-eighteen group, it is doubtful that this column would have 
been started.) 





JR. DICTIONARY OF SHOW TERMS 


1-W (first and winner’s)—This expression which you so often 
hear and which appears in all marked catalogs stands for a First 
(or blue) ribbon and a Winner’s ribbon. The blue ribbon means 
that the cat is the best in its class—let’s say: best Blue LH 
female novice. The winner’s ribbon is the award which gives 
you points toward your cat’s Ch. (championship), depending 
upon the number of cats present in the show. It designates in 
this case that our Blue LH female novice (a novice is a cat that’s 
never won a blue ribbon before entering this show) was better 
than any of the Blue LH female open cats (cats that already 
have points toward their Ch.). Often, of course, the “first” cat 
in the open class will take “winner’s” over the “first” cat in the 
novice class. 


TO YOU 


This column, more than any other in Cats, depends entirely 
upon YOUR help. It is possible that we can have Jr. Regional 
and Jr. All-American awards if you will cooperate and if you 
can help the shows to cooperate by including the ages of junicr 
entries in their catalogs, and by making a place on their entry 
blanks to specify a junior entry. 

To have Jr. national awards will mean that all show catalogs, 
marked with Junior wins, would have to be sent in so that these 
wins could be tabulated, or counted. 

For the present, I'll try to see that junior wins in any 
marked catalogs sent to me are given notice in this column. 
Perhaps next show season the Jr. Regional and the Jr. All- 
American awards will really-be there to work toward. 

Let me know what you think of this, let me have your opinion 
of the column, and send in your own news and ideas.

*Tis said, “A ghost cat guards October, 
and celebrates its reign on Halloween.” 
Therefore, it seems acceptable for a cat- 
lovin’ columnist to use ghost writers and 
have more time to spend enjoying this 
month’s “bright blue weather.” 

Henrietta Hitchcock, the New York 
W orld-Telegram and Sun reporter on 
cats, will have owners of aging cats run- 
ning like rabbits to their veterinarians. 
She mentions a special geriatric tonic 
available for old cats. It is still in the ex- 
perimental department, but seems to do 
wonders for her teen-age pets. In an- 
other column she reports on tooth-clean- 
ing. Her doctor feels cats’ teeth should 
be scraped three or four times a year. He 
is supplying her with a liquid stain-re- 
mover to be applied every ten days (sale 
of Q-Tips to grow). If the tarter can be 
limited, by removing stains, it may well 
be worth the probable hassle the owner 
will be put to while trying to hold a pro- 
testing keep-out-of-my-mouth cat.

Hal Boyle of the St. Augustine Record. 

He was shaving the other morning 
when his small sleepy-eyed daughter came 
into the bathroom carrying her cat, Lady 


Dottie. 

Without speaking, Tracy walked over 
to the toilet and flushed it three times 
while the cat, held aloft in her arms, 
watched with eager intensity. As they left, 
Mr. Boyle asked, 

“What’s the big idea?” 

“Nothing, Daddy. Lady Dottie just likes 
to watch waterfalls.” 

“Well, take her out to the kitchen and 
turn the faucet there.” 

“T can’t.” 

“Why not?’ 

“It’s not the same,” said Tracy with that 
air of exaggerated patience children adopt 
when explaining something to their ig- 
norant elders. “Lady Dottie doesn’t like 
to watch kitchen waterfalls. She likes 
bathroom waterfalls.” 

Now, every morning, whether Hal 
Boyle is late for work or not, all opera- 
tions in his bathroom halt while Lady 
Dottie watches her quota of three water- 
falls. They have another bathroom, but 
for some reason (not explained) Lady 
Dottie does not like to watch waterfalls 
in it.
